“Upon learning of the reporting issue, CPD 
immediately launched an in-depth review 
of every single aggravated assault and ag- 
gravated battery that occurred during 2012 
and 2013, to correct the tracking of these 
crimes and bring the city into stricter adher- 
ence with reporting standards,” the depart- 
ment said in a response printed in the IG re- 
port. “This in-depth review is ongoing, and 
where errors in victim-level reporting exist, 
they will be corrected.” 


Audit shows for years 
police counted number 
of incidents, not people

Chicago police did not report about a quarter 
of the aggravated assault and aggravated bat- 
tery victims in its crime statistics in 2012, an 
audit by the city’s top watchdog found. 

The department failed to follow state 
guidelines by counting each aggravated as- 
sault or battery as one incident, not each 
victim as it should have, leading to the un- 
derreporting because of all the incidents that 
involved multiple victims, according to the 
inspector general’s office. 

The department said it has reported ag- 
gravated assaults and aggravated batteries in 
this way for many years, meaning Chicago’s 
statistics on these crimes— including nonfatal 
shootings— have long gone underreported to 
the Illinois State Police and FBI. 


The Tribune first highlighted how the de- 
partment reported the number of shooting 
incidents, not victims, in a front-page story in 
2010 that focused on one month during that 
summer. Then, last July, the newspaper ana- 
lyzed virtually every shooting in the first six 
months of 2013 and found that there had been 
more than 1,000 victims, far more than the 
department’s own numbers since it reported 
only shooting incidents. 

The 24-page IG report, which found no 
evidence suggesting any of the department’s 
crime-reporting errors were intentional, took a 
look at a sampling of 383 assault-related crimes 
and found that the 72 aggravated assault and 
aggravated battery incidents had a combined 
95 victims. That meant that by reporting only 
the number of incidents, Chicago police had 
failed to include 23 victims, thus underreport- 
ing 24 percent of the aggravated assault and ag- 
gravated batteries in that sampling. 

The department of police Superintendent 
Garry McCarthy blamed the administration 


of his predecessor, Jody Weis, for not chang- 
ing the way it tracks aggravated assaults and 
aggravated batteries. 

In 2010, when Weis ran the department, 
state police issued a clarification to police 
agencies that aggravated batteries and aggra- 
vated assaults should be reported by the num- 
ber of victims, not number of incidents. But 
the Weis administration failed to change its 
tracking approach, the department said. The 
issue was first raised to the McCarthy admin- 
istration late last year by the IG’s office, the 
department said. 

Weis, reached by phone Monday evening, 
said he didn’t recall hearing of any such direc- 
tive by state police in 2010. 

John Eterno, a former New Yoik City po- 
lice captain who now researches how police 
departments keep track of crime data, said 
he found the IG audit superficial but said it 
pointed to what could be even more wide- 
spread crime reporting errors. Eterno, who 
read the report, suggested that Chicago’s 


other crime categories be reviewed more 
thoroughly 

“Based on this report, a larger audit ... would 
be called for,” said Eterno, a criminal justice 
professor at Molloy College in Rockville Cen- 
tre, N. Y. “This is the tip of the iceberg.” 

Indeed, in a statement. Inspector General 
Joseph Ferguson cautioned the audit did not 
look at the accuracy of crime reporting in “the 
field”— by officers in the street.

Steals of 
fortune

Thinking about taking your band on 
tour? The costs add up fast, according 
to Joe Carsello, Metro talent buyer. 

First, you need a van, which will likely 
run from $20,000 to $30,000 or more. 
Then there’s gas, food, shelter and, of 
course, gear. In addition to laptops, iP- 
ods and luggage, which individuals may 
want to take on tour with them, instru- 
ments are usually the most high-value 
cargo in a tour van. 

“Usually you leave with no money 
and you come home with no money,” 
Carsello said. “To protect yourself, it’s 
not unusual to take your gear and load 
it into whoever’s house you’re staying at 
that night.”

On any given night, a Chicagoan has doz- 
ens of opportunities to hear live musicians 
perform. But that also means a thief has at 
least as many chances to nab thousands of 
dollars worth of music gear from touring 
performers. 

Depending on whom you ask within 
Chicago’s music scene, the city may be the 
“Bermuda Triangle” of band gear. Or it may 
just be another major metropolitan area 
offering both peril and opportunity for in- 
die musicians on the road. 

Consider the Louisiana band Brass Bed, 
who have been victims of theft twice while 
touring through Chicago on separate oc- 
casions, according to singer and guitarist 
Christiaan Mader, 29. The most recent theft 


took place in January just after the quartet 
played at Subterranean in Wicker Park. 

The band spent the night at a friend’s 
home a few blocks from the music venue, 
Mader said, with their van parked on the 
street, in view of the apartment. In the 
morning nothing appeared amiss, and the 
band prepared for the long drive to Pitts- 
burgh ahead of them. 

“Our bud walked his dog in the morn- 
ing, and he said, ‘%ur van’s still here!’ It 
was kind of a joke, we thought nothing of 
it,” he said. “Then we packed up to leave 
around 9 a.m., I opened the door, and 
there was shattered glass all over the mid- 
dle seat, and snow.” 

Since January, more than four musicians 
and bands have had property— from gui- 


tars to vans — stolen while touring through 
Chicago, leading some to urge extra pre- 
cautions to those traveling around the 
city This March, heavy metal rocker Zakk 
Wylde said his $10,000 guitar was stolen 
from his tour bus outside the Chicago 
Theatre— the first time he had had an in- 
strument stolen on the road in close to 
25 years. 

The Chicago Police Department does 
not keep data on how many of the thou- 
sands of thefts, car thefts or break-ins that 
are reported each year come from people 
stealing instruments or gear from musi- 
cians, but there are several media reports 
of CPD officials helping touring rockers 
recover some of their missing items.

Several musicians made the news in recent 
years after they got robbed while touring 
through Chicago. 

Oregon-based band Portugal. The Man 
lost $80,000 worth of gear after playing Lol- 
lapalooza in 2011. But the story has a some- 
what happy ending: Chicago police officers 
recovered some of the gear after it was sold at 
the 40th and Ashland Avenue Swap-O-Rama 
later that summer. 

San Francisco-based band FayRoy parked 
their van, with all of their instruments inside of 
it, in Ukranian Village on Sept. 9 after playing 
Moe’s Tavern. The van was stolen overnight. 

The Powder Room and Vincas had their 
van broken into while touring through Logan 
Square on Nov 8, losing a long list of instru- 
ments, pedals and electronics. 

Lousiana quartet Brass Bed’s van was bro- 
ken into after they played a show at Subter- 
ranean on Jan. 14. It’s the second time they’ve 
been robbed in Chicago. 

Blues musician Harry Manx lost his signa- 
ture Mohan Veena, a guitar used in classical 
Indian music, when it was allegedly stolen 
from the O’Hare baggage claim Feb. 21. 

Guitarist Zakk Wylde’s Gibson Les Paul 
guitar, valued at $10,000, was stolen from 
his tour bus outside the Chicago Theatre on 
March 14.

necessary for bands serious about gaining a 
following and making money according to 
Jenny Lizak, publicist for the Metro. 

“Basically the only way for most bands to 
make any money is to play shows,” she said. 
“If you want your music to be heard, going on 
tour is the best way to do it and also the only 
way to make money” particularly when a band 
is starting out. 

Patrick Van Wagoner, an administrator at 
Schubas and Lincoln Hall, said Chicago is no 
more perilous to bands than any other major 
city 

“We hear about it happening in Chicago 
more often because we’re surrounded by the 
scene here, but it happens everywhere,” he said. 

His advice for bands is simple: “Don’t leave 
your stuff in your car. At Schubas, that is our 
No. I recommendation. We’re not even com- 
fortable having cars parked in our lot with gear 
in them.” 

The majority of media reports of stolen 
band gear involve thefts from vans parked 
outdoors. 

Brass Bed lost four guitars and three pedal 
boards, among other items, with a total value 
of more than $8,000, Mader said. But none 
was a personal belonging, as was the case 
when the band was robbed while spending 
the night in Logan Square in 2012. 


“That was a lesson we learned from the 
previous time we played in Chicago,” he said. 
“They stole a laptop, iPods, suitcases, that sort 
of thing.” 

Last faU, the Northwest Side claimed the 
band FayRo/s gear, along with their maroon 
’97 Chevy two months into their cross-coun- 
try tour. The band was spending a layover in 
the city at a friend’s home and had parked 
their van right outside. The group went out 
to dinner and returned just two hours later to 
find the van gone. 

“We thought we must have parked on the 
wrong block, and then it hit us,” said Zack 
Hoag, 25, who plays guitar and sings in the 
band. 

The van contained more than $10,000 
worth of equipment, he said— enough dam- 
age to force FayRoy to cancel the rest of its 
tour. But the band hung around Chicago for 
another two weeks, he said, and used social 
media and news reports to ask people to be on 
the lookout for their instruments. 

Those efforts paid off, to some extent; 
Hoag received a call from an employee of the 
Guitar Center in Villa Park, who suspected 
that a man who had visited her store to sell a 
used Fender Telecaster had stolen it from Fay- 
Roy With the help of the Elmhurst and Chi- 
cago police departments, he said, they were 


able to recover some gear, but not enough to 
finish their tour, which had five more shows 
scheduled. 

“We’re definitely going to be doing the 
same route again this September, but be a lit- 
tle more prepared,” he said. “We’re not going 
to let our lives get stolen away” 

Kyle Meiser, the accessories department 
manager at Guitar Center in Villa Park, said his 
store catches people trying to sell stolen equip- 
ment about twice a year on average. To guard 
against theft, employees will check the serial 
number of the item, he said, and when possible 
wiU call the police and help identify the thief 

“We’re pretty good about not buying in sto- 
len stuff,” he said. “But if someone comes in 
and says, ‘This is my guitar,’ we work with the 


police to get the guitar back to them.” 

Brass Bed recovered some equipment from 
Make’n Music, a boutique guitar shop that 
recognized a couple of the band’s stolen gui- 
tars from a gear list they posted on Facebook, 
according to Mader. 

Mader said the thefts in Chicago haven’t 
discouraged him from planning tours through 
the city 

“When we told people it happened in Chi- 
cago, people said, ‘Oh yeah. I’ve heard about 
Chicago,’ but that’s all anecdotal,” he said. “I 
think there’s a degree to which if you tour long
